- bring n Quick end to that strike, 
revised the bill he had proposed 
in an apparent eftort to ease 
action. Then he- demanded that 
Congress "park politics out- 
side" and order the strike end- 
ed. , ■ , 

Morse's bill would force a six- 
month halt to the walkout, while 
mediators seek .1 settlement. As 
introduced It would have re- 
quired a finding that the nation- 
al health and. safety were im- 
periled by the strike. 

He altered it today to require 
only a finding that essential 
transportation services have 
been halted in parts of the coun- 
try, . . 

White House press secretary 
Bill D. Moycrs said members or 
the emergency board in the 
American Airlines dispute will 
be named within 34 hours. 

Under the National Railway 
Labor Act, the board will study 
the . issues between the -airline 
and the union and within 30 
days submit recommendations 
' "aimed "at promoting a cbinprcF 
mlsc settlement. 

Another 30-day period will t 
follow in which parties to the 
dispute will be free to study the 
board's findings and, perhaps, 
negotiate an agreement.

Reduction of Forces 
In Europe FaVored 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate Democratic leader 
Mike Mansfield said today President Johnson- has been 
advised of a strong feeling in the Senate favoring a 
substantial reduction of U.S. troops in Europe. Mansfield 
urged a 10 per. cent across-the-board- cut plus bringing 
home — rather than reassigning in Europe — 75,000 U,S. 
military personnel and dependents to be withdrawn 
from France in the NATO military realignment. Mans- 
field cited changing times, 
an European "double stan- 
dard" on failing to keep its 
commitment while expect- 
ing the United States to main- 
tain its troop strength and the 
need for American troops else- 
where. 

In nddition to Inquiries by oth-

Mansfield said, the Senate Dem- 
ocratic Policy .

, been-talk-of^th£^manuclear_blast_ia_lhe. 

Owyhee desert.- It would be a test to sei 

if nuclear energy could be harn05.sed.f0r 
such 'projects as blasting out harbors or 
digging canals. The giant blast of a chem- 
ical explosive in the. same general area 
last fall was billed as an advance test in 
preparation for the thermonuclear proj- 
ect. There has been ample publicity for 
plans and remarkably, little reaction un- 
til recently. 

Now concern is being, expressed be- 
cause of the possibility, of radioactive 
fallout. But the source of the iconcern is 
rather puzzling. Oregon's Democratic 
Rep. Al Ullman is the person expressing 
concern about fallout possibilities. It's 
quite obvious there would have to be an 
absolute reversal of prevailing winds to 
result in any contamination in Oregon. So 
it's not clear why an Oregort congressman 
is shqwing so much concern. 

Even from the first announcement of 
plans for Project Schooner, the name 
given the test shot, the Atomic Energy 
Commission has given repeated assur- 
ance there is little or no chance for con- 
tamination. Spokesmen for the AEC have 
repeated many times that the shot will 
not be permitted if there's the slightest 
chance for any fallout. 

If any concern is merited, residents of 
Magic Valley are the ones most vitally 
-concerned.- Practically-all-of-Magic-Val- 

ley-lies-downwirid f rom the pro posed test 

site. And if there is any cause for alarm, 
now is the time to ask ^questions and so- 
licit assurances of utmost safety pre- 
cautions. ..

WASHINGTON— Anyone whose critical facul- 
tics have been impaired by falling head first 
from the top of the Washington Monument can 
understand the nation's farm 
policy. It Is that Uncle Sam 
.must squander billions whether 
farmers are rich or poor and 
whether there is a surplus or a 
scarcity of farm products. 

Agriculture Secretary Free- 
man, who bosses this monstrous 
piece of lunacy, was saying the 
other day that we may have to 
cut foreign-aid shipments to 
make sure there's enough farm- 
type grub to go around at home. 
In the last decade, government 
stocks of rice have dropped from 3.5 billion, 
pounds to 700mlttlon, the" butter surplus has 
melted from half a billion pounds to 53 million. 
C orn, soybean and cheese surpluses have been 
Sharply reduced. 



-TH£ — FEWER— THE— HIGHER— This— might 
seem a good time for the taxpayer to do a little 
dance and shout about something like "Goody, 
now I won't have to buy any more- Cadillacs 
tor those rich farmers." It would be only ra- 
tional to think that Washington coutd now start 
getting out from under .the farm subsidy busi- 
ness. But that is not the way our best Washing- 
ton minds work. 

Instead, the Agriculture Department's money 
bill now calls for more than 57 billion for fiscal 
1967. And federal payments to farmers for not 
producing will total around $3 billion, or about 
St billion more than last year. The reason for 
this, as I understand bureaucratic idiom, is 
that there arc fewer 'farmers now and they're a 
lot richer than they used to be. Specifically, 
back in 1D-10 when 23 per cent of the population 
lived on farms, federal spending for agricullure 
was S1.-4 billion. Today, with less than a per 
cent of the population farming, we r rc spending 
$7 billion on them. [ 

RICH GET RICHER— One of the biggest prob- 
lems, of "course, is that too rriucli of this -govern- 
ment largesse is going- to wealthy farmers. Big 
producers grossing more than $100,000 a year 
will get more than 20 per cent of federal pay- 
ments and loans this year. That's like subsidiz- 
ing the president of General Motors while the 
man on the assembly line sweats to get up the 
rent, and Sen. Brewster of Maryland has intro- 
duced an amendment to prohibit any producer 
from receiving more than $50,000 federal aid. 

Although a step-in the right direction, Brew- 
ster's amendment will not solve the basic prob- 
lem— which is that 'the whole program of farm 
subsidies is an Idiotic and probably unconstitu- 
tional crime against the national eco nom y.. It is 
an- interference with the" natural economic" proc- 
ess whereby the citizenry is forced to pay cxhor- 
bltant-prices -for- work that is not needed and for 
producc-that-cannot be consumed.

the farm vote is powerful and It is the fashion 
to pamper these affluent tillers of the soil "^as 
altruists-whofeed-thc-counU-y-out-of-sheer- good- 
ness of heart. But any. time a politician locates 
hisjuis,Jie_wilLfind.thatJhe-Coristitution-gives 
no power over agriculture to any branch of.the 
federal government. Today's farm program was 
awarded -a phony legitimacy by-a New Deal 
Supreme-Count' on. the grounds-that-it •constitut- 
ed "regulation of interstate commerce," al- 
though the program applies even -to ~ farms 
where .products in excess of government allot- 
ments are consumed on the premises. 

But the nut of the matter Is that even after 
the government has spent more than $100 bil- 
lion, on the program. It is still a faikircJn a 
country whlcrrnprides Itself on Its economic 
growth, the program still rewards a segment 
of the population for not working. Presumably, 
the same largesse will be available some day 
If wc ever find ourselves with a surplus of rib- 
bon clerks.

WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
and more soldiers anxious to 
serve in South Viet Nam have 
been writing to President John- 
son and congressmen asking for 
help. ■

has put out the word which 
says, m clfcct: *'Go through 
channels." 

The Army's Irritation- shows

It says: 'In ""Treccntrwecks, 
there has been a considerable 
Increase in correspondence 
from soldiers who claim to have 
volunteered for Viet Nam, 

"Many of these letters are to 
the President and members of 
Congress. 

"The tone o f most of these 
letters Is TTiave volunteered

It appears, the personnel let- 
ter said, that "many soldiers do 
Inot realize that VIP correspond- 



ence" will not expedite nor pro- 
vide preferential action on vol- 
unteer applications, and that 
such correspondence cannot be 
used In lieu of a formal applica- 
tion submitted through chan- 
nels." 

The Army letter added that 
'It is rare indeed lor a con- 
gressman or- other person- in 
authority to ask for anything 
more -than _an - explanalion_ancU 
or jnjorjnation. Jipon which, to 
b~ase a" reply." 

In what sounded like a mild 
rebuke to commanders, the per- 
sonnel letter Instructed these 
troops leaders to publicize pro- 
cedures for volunteering for 
Viet Nam.
